We received a 
number of thoughful thank-yous in response to the Literary 
Forum events held at the North Campus. Adelaide Altman 
wrote "The Author's Luncheon yesterday was inspiring...

Most 
of all, | was so happy to be there." The forum concluded 
with a reception for 20 local authors and a luncheon at the 
Admirals Cove Clubhouse in Jupiter with Patrick Smith, 
thrice Pulitzer Prize nominee, as quest speaker. Many 
thanks again to Grace LaGrasso who organizes the 
luncheon event every year 


Dr. Ottis Smith announced at the luncheon that the forum 
will continue as an annual event. The college also is 
organizing a collection at the library of books by local 
authors that Alice has helped to promote. Dr. Smith lauded 
the outgoing librarian as a "model educator and true 
friend."

Earlier this year, the North Campus LLP© was given a 
large number of books on food and cookery. This 
fascinating and useful collection is a gift from local chef, _ 
Kurt Willumsen, recently of the Colony Hotel, Palm beach. 
Included in this gift are classics by noted culinary writers, 
such as Elizabeth David, Jacques Pepin, Mimi Sheraton

accumulated from restuarants all over the world. Most of 
the books will be placed in general circulation and the 
menu collection will be stored in the archives.

A brief 
rundown of some of the topics and seminars covered 
included: 


1, Retrospective Conversion--farming out our shelf lists 
looks like the best way to go. 


2. Serials Control--There is a movement organizing among 
academic libraries to counteract the escalating cost of 
serials. 


3. Automation Update-| got a chance to preview some of 
the lastest features and developments of the new turnkey 
ciculation system and CD ROM technology. 


4, Common Concerns-4 also had time to discuss some of 
my challenges and concerns with other librarians from 


around the country. The unofficial theme of this year's 
convention and #1 area of concern was how everone was 
going to face the challenge of getting enough staff. 


As you no doubt know by now the 1989 legislature has 


appropriated funds to carry out the Community College 
Library Automation Plan. 


What this means for the College LLRC's is: 


1. Anew Circulation system which will connect us with the 
28 other Community colleges. 


2. Subject access--we will now be able to look up our 
holdings by subject. This alone would be worth getting a 
new system. 


3. OPAC--you'll hear this term alot over the course of the 
next year. It translates to online public access catalog. This 
means students and faculty will now have terminals through 
which they will look up our holdings and/or the holdings of 
other community colleges and state universities (via LUIS), 
Searches by title, author and subject are all standard. But 
don't worry, we'll keep the card catalog anyway. 
Collection Development 

Well, last year we weeded over 2,500 titles from the 
collection. This year we're going to concentrate on 
developing the collection. Various librarians have 
volunteered to be responsible for different areas of the 
collection. To begin with, we'll be matching our holdings 
against recommended and suggested core collection 
sources. In addition, we'll be contacting faculty, soliciting 
syllabi, and monitoring the process, More about this in the 
coming months. 


Donations 


This month has been a landmark one for donations, In 
addition to receiving over 500 books on such topics as 
marketing and French and Spanish literature, we also 
received two very special donations from Continuing 
Education, 


The first is a collection of flags from around the world which 
is used once a year for the International Festival. The rest 
of the year they will be on display on the second floor of 
the Library. They are also available for check out for 
special exhibits and occasions. 


Continuing Education also donated a collection of 
international costumes valued at over $11,000, We will be 
displaying these beautiful and elegant clothes on the 
second and third floors throughout the school year. Many 
thanks to John Townsend and Continuing Education, 


Periodicals 


Bound volumes of discontinued and non-indexed 
magazines have been weeded from the periodicals section. 
This allows us to house our microfilm and viewers all in the 
same area. For the first time we will have a periocicals 
section located all in one location.

A Reminder

role of librarians in Community Colleges. l'd like to share 
them with you, 


1. Defend the rights and privileges of the user and 
influence the environment on his/her behalf. 


2. Find new techniques to get capitol, solve operational 
problems, and to make information available to all users. 


3, Be aware of the learning connection--the impact of 
technology on the learning process and the information 
skills needed. 


4, Nurture the spirit of librarianship--the service commit- 
ment plus the need to play a dynamic, aggressive role in 
the community. 


5, Make sure that information policy is set by librarians and 
not by technicians in the building of an information 
infrastructure. 


6. Look for a new vision in the workforce through 
recruitment, capitalization of talents, and prevention of 
burnout,
